FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 


A MANUFACTURER AND A DEAL- 
ER FAIL. 

Execution Issued Against; F. [. Simpson 
& Co., of Philadelphia—The Singerly 
Matter--E. H. Sampson, Leatherboard 
Manufacturer, of Boston, Assigns. 

PHILADELPHIA, February 9, 18°, 

The trade has received with genuine sur- 
prise the news of the failure of T. M. 
Simpson & Co., dealers in paper and card- 
board, tr South Seventh street, this city. 
No deed of assignment has yet been filed, 
but one is expected in the near future 

The first intimation given to the trade 
was on Monday last, when it 
known that execution had been issued ona 
note for $6,138.51. The note was dated 
February 5, 1898, payable on demand, and 
was in favor Alexander Balfour and 
Joseph Hoover. It was signed by Thomas 
H. Simpson, who trades as T. H. Simpson 
& Co. 

Mr. Simpson, when seen by a represen- 
tative of Tue Paper TRADE JOURNAL, said: 
“The failure was unexpected by me, and I 
am not in a position just yet to state defi- 
nitely what will be done. The note repre- 
sents borrowed money, and is all I owe, 
except for merchandise. At a very rough 
approximation I should say that my mer- 
chandise debts amount to about $5,000. 
The machinery and stock which I have on 
hand are worth, approximately, $10,000, 
though what they would bring at a forced 
sale is problematical. I cannot state posi- 
tively when the deed of assignment will be 
made. Execution was issued on the note 
suddenly when it was seen that I was in 
difficulties, in order that those who loaned 
me the money might protect themselves.” 

The firm established twelve 
years, during seven of which it has occu- 
pied its present location. Previously it 
was at 17 South Seventh street.

In the Supreme Court, Philadelphia, Pa., 
February 3, A. Ru- 
dolph against the Pennsylvania Schuylkill 
Valley Railroad came up for re-argument.

The paper industry of this section was 
very much surprised the latter part of last 
week to learn that the Canton Lumber 
Company had gone into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, District Attorney Ledyard P. Hale 
having been named. This does not mean 
that the company was insolvent, but it does 
mean that under the circumstances it was 
for the best interests of both the company 
and its creditors to take this course. Many 
believe that it foreshadows the final wind- 
ing up of the company, while others think 
that it is an expedient to bring certain of 
the stockholders to terms, and that the con- 
cern will soon be running again. Which 
party is right time alone can tell. 

Something over a year ago the company 
was forced to pay about $30,000 on a stump- 
age contract, which crippled it so far as 
ready cash was concerned. Then it bor- 
rowed of the State Bank of Troy until its 
debt amounted to about $55,000, when the 
bank brought suit, recovered a judgment, 
and closed the mill on the execution. 
Friends came to the rescue, and the matter 
was temporarily arranged. During the past 
summer the company had paid about $20,- 
000 on the judgment.and supposed that 
matters were going along all right, when the 
bank again issued execution and closed the 
mill a second time. 

When the mill of the company burned 








some years ago the insurance moneys were 
paid directly to Mr, Jermain. After retain- 
ing them for some time he finally endorsed 
the drafts and turned them over to the com- 
pany. There seems to be quite a question 
whether when he accepted and retained 
them the mortgage was not satisfied, and 
the subsequent turning over of the drafts 
did not simply resolve itself into a 
without security.

About the time the bank closed the mil] 
the second time the executors of the estate 
of James B. Jermain, who had held a $20.- 
000 mortgage on the real estate of the com 
pany, commenced a foreclosure, and other 
creditors began to come in. While th 
company had plenty of assets it could not 
convert them into money on a moment's 
notice, and it is rumored that there was 
difference of opinion between some of the 
directors as to the best course to pursuc 
Accordingly it was thought best to take tt 
step of appointing a temporary receiver 
The total liabilities of the company are 
$205,000, $135,000 of which is due to the es 
tates of David Rice and James H. Haz 
mon, who were stockholders in the con 
pany. After the petition for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver had been signed, and 
very shortly before the order arrived her 
David S. Rice, who joined in the petitio: 
as executor, entered a judgment in his favor 
as such, and against the company, for about 
$39,000, being the amount of the indebted- 
ness of the company to the estate of David 
Rice, deceased. It is claimed by many that 
having joined in the petition for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver he could not after- 
ward turn around and enter up this judg- 
ment to the disadvantage of other creditors 
If he insists that he has a valid judg- 
ment, and that it is ahead of the receiver- 
ship, it is quite likely that there will be a 
spirited fight on the question. Quite a 
number of actions had been begun against 
the company, and were nearly ready to 
take judgment in. By the terms of the or- 
der made by Justice Stover the further 
prosecution of these is enjoined. It is not 
at all unlikely that an application will be 
made by the creditors interested in these 
actions to modify this portion of the order. 

There is lumber and timber enough cut 
and on hand to pay all the debts outside 
those owing the two estates, while the 
value of the land and stumpage contracts 
is more than enough to settle with the es- 
tates. It is believed that the logs now cut 
and on the tiver bank will be sold by the 
receiver, with the consent of the sheriff, 
and it is probable that the mill will be run 
next season, either by the receiver or by 
some reorganization of the company.

There are several important points to be | 
studied in the dividing up of the current | 
among the several lamps and motors. If | 
we purchase power from the street mains it 
comes to us over three wires. This par- 
ticular form of electrical distribution is | 
known as the “Edison,” or “three-wire 
system.” Practically, it is simply two 110- 
volt circuits placed side by side, and the 
two adjacent wires joined or made into | 
one. This really makes a 220-volt circuit 
out of it, and it is in the increase of voltage 
that the saving in transmission is made 


| possible. 


The same rule applies to calculating the | 
loss of current in this system that was used | 
in a former example, and about all the | 
good that the third wire does is to act as | 
an equalizer, and to enable lamps to be | 
placed singly in any part of the circuit. If 
there were no third wire the lamps would 
have to be all connected in groups of two, 
the same current passing through one after 
the other. But with the third wire lamps 
can be put in anywhere between one of the 
main leads and the middle wire. It is well | 
to divide up the lamps as much as possible, 
so that there will be an equal number on 
each side of the middle wire. If this di- 
vision is not very well made current may 
be flowing in both directions through the 
middle wire from the lamps that are not 
well distributed, or, if they are on the other 
side of the circuit (attached to the other | 
main lead) current will flow in both direc- | 
tions to the group of lamps. For this rea- | 
son, the middle wire is usually called the 
“neutral wire,” and is made smaller than | 
the main leads. 

When motors are used on three-wire dis- 
tributions, it is usual to have them wound | 
for 220 volts, and connected directly be- | 
tween the main leads, not using the neutral | 
wire—as henceforth we will call it—at all.

The invention of the paper-making ma- 
chine came as the right thing at the right 
time; previously, and from at least the thir- 
teenth century, paper manufacture had been 
carried on by hand, probably in much the 
same manner all along.® The advent of the 
machine revolutionized all this, in the same 
way as the advent of the cylinder and the 
steam press revolutionized printing, which 
had been practiced in a fashion almost un- 
changed from its birth in the middle of the 
fifteenth century. The year which saw 
Gamble’s first patent taken out also saw the 
first iron Stanhope printing press at work, 
and although this was only a moderate im- 
provement, still it was sufficient to show 
that the trade was ripe for fresh develop- 

* Various attempts had been made to replace 
manual by mechanical labor; some having tried to 
substitute a machine for the vatmen, and others for 
the couchers, In France, M. Montgolfier contrived 
three figures in wood, to do the work of the vat- 
man, the coucher and the layer. He certainly did 
make a few reams of paper, but the operation was 
slow, and it still required to be pressed by manual 
power. On the machine being in the least ob- 
structed (which inevitably happened) the perfect 
exactmess which it was necessary should exist in 
the aétion of the automata was destroyed, and the 
whole fabric subject to breakdown. After persever- 
ing for six months, and incurring a considerable 
expense, this ingenious man was at last obliged to 
abandon his scheme.
